‘Disease is practically the * oaly 
thing that ravages the civilized world 
Qivilization has elimin,ted the anta- 
gonistic forces wbich have operated iu 
the case of the human race and which 


now operate in eliminating animals 
hich are physically unfit. 
“In cases _ of infectious diseases 


which occur commonly in infancy, such 
as measles, scarlet fever, diphteria, or 
whooping cough, it may be said that 
they also eliminate those of weak phy- 
sical development. 

“As to a disease such as tuberculo- 
sis, it may be said that it is largely 
a factor.'of destruction and not of ng- 
tural selection, and that it may be 
controlled by inproving the sanitary 
surroundings, by living inthe open 
air and by providing good and autrit- 
ious food. 

“Malaria and typhoid fever are also 
rather 
than selective. Their occurrence may 


‘be prevented by providing an absolu- 


tely pure water supply and the elimi-- 
nation of flies andin the case of,mal- 
aria by the elimination of places whe- 
re mosquitoes may breed,

‘The prevention of infant mortality 
snould receive most careful attention. 
The campaign cgrried on by the  de- 
partment ol health for the past year 
along these Jines has shown remarka-- 
ble results. It is absolutely necessary 
to conserve the life and health of all 
n2w-born children A healthy body, 
both physically and mentally, should 
be the heritage of every: child. At. 
the present, time (this may be alarm- 
ing to you) morethan one-fourth of 
all children born in the world die be- 
fore reaching one year of age. The 
death rate of this city has been ex- 
ceedinizly high, but during the pass 
year it has been reduced 30 per cent. 
It is still too high and we are now 
directing a most vigorous campaign 
along these lines during the coming 
year.
